   Synopsis of Amendment  
 
The House Education Committee amended House Bill 270. The amendment reduces the appro-
priation and changes the intent of the bill. The amendment strikes the original purpose of the 
funding, from operations and programs to professional development.  

 
Synopsis of Bill 

 
House Bill 270 appropriates $100.0 to PED for operations and programs in the Reserve Inde-
pendent School District (RISD). 

 
Significant Issues 

 
According to PED, small school districts have experienced declines in student membership.  As a 
result, they receive a lower amount of funding from the public school funding formula. Over the 
last several years, the district has requested supplemental emergency funding to meet operational 
and program funding requirements.
